This is so 
curious. Now he is even seeking you out, visiting you without invitation. 

Oh, Harold, you must realize that if he is the Castor-Caster the SS mentioned 
(and I am sure he is) than he is most anxious to be disconnected from this 
investigation. Not fesfiHS pgm had anything to do with the ±san&±x%sxz 
assassina tion , out only because he is connected with other* not— so— nice 
right-wing adventures.
